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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 12,13,15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bowman et al. (2431985) in view of Whitman (5292203). 

For claim 12, Bowman et al. teach an apparatus for dispensing medicament 
comprising a container 5 having medicament disposed therein and a dispensing 
opening 21 through which the medicament may be dispensed; and a rigid application 
surface 19 that is adjacent to the opening, wherein the surface is concave. However, 
Bowman et al. are silent about the medicament being a styptic material. Whitman 
teaches an apparatus for dispensing a styptic material. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ a 
styptic material as taught by Whitman as the preferred medicament in the apparatus of 
Bowman et al., depending on the type of injury one wishes to treat, for example, to stop 
bleeding, then one would want to employ a styptic material. 

For claim 13, Bowman et al. as modified by Whitman (emphasis on Bowman) 
further teach means 10-15 for advancing the material out of the container. 

For claim 15, Bowman et al. as modified by Whitman (emphasis on Bowman) 
further teach a screw press mechanism 10-15. 
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For claim 16, Bowman et al. as modified by Whitman (emphasis on Bowman) 
further teach the surface 19 comprises a bowl shaped element that is integral with the 
container. 

For claim 17, Bowman et al. as modified by Whitman (emphasis on Bowman) 
further teach the bowl shaped element is angled with respect to the longitudinal axis of 
the container. See below. 

For claim 18, Bowman et al. as modified by Whitman (emphasis on Bowman) 
further teach the angled being within a range of about plus 45 degrees to about minus 
45 degrees. See below. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 12,13,15-18 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
